Kenny Delmar, who entertained 20 million radio Listeners each week as 
the bombastic Senator CLaghorn on "The Fred Alten Show," died June 14, 1984, at 
the age 0$ 73. - na1- 

Born in Boston on September 5, 1910, he toured the country with his mother 
and aunt in a vaudeville team called the Delmar Sisters. At the age of 11, he 
nade his motion picture debut in D. W. Grifgith's "Orphans of the Storm" (starring 
‘Dorothy and Lillian Gish). 


Delmar began acting in radio in 1936 and was soon appearing on twenty 
programs each week, srequently playing several different parts on each broadcast. 
His mastery of dialects and mimicry made him a fixture on such shows as "Cavalcade 
of America,” "Columbia Workshop,” and "The March of Time." He was Frank Sinatra's 
announcer on “Hit Parade” and filed in for Don Wilson when Jack Benny broadcast 
(om New York. 


Kenny Delmar played three roles on Orson Welles! famous "War of the 
Worlds” broadcast, including the Secretary of the Interior whose Rooseveltian tones 
hekped convince a nation that the Martians had Landed. He was a regular on "The 
Shadow," playing Police Commissioner Weston opposite Welles, Bill Johnstone, and 
Bret Morrison (and in 1 episode, gilling in asThe Shadow, who knew what evil Lurked 
dn the hearts of men). de 


In 1945, Delmar became an overniaht sensation as the fast-talking, Dixie- 
Loving Senator Beauregard Ckaghorn; the most famous denizen of "Allen's Atten," 
He cut two records as the Senator and stones sold CLaghorn compasses that always 
pointed South. In 1947, Delmar went to Hollywood to portray CLaghorn in a (£m, 
"It's a Joke, Son." He Laten starred in the Broadway musical, "Texas LE 
Darlin’',” and provided the voices Zon numerous cartoon characters. His Claghorn 
character provided the inspiration Zon two other popular characters, Foghorn 
Leghorn (Warner Brothers' cartoon rooster) and Dogpatch Senator Jack S. Phogbound 
án "LE'L Abner.” His stock expression, "That's a joke son," remains a much 
mimicked phrase.
